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WILL CONSULT 
DIRECTORS ON 
NEW PLAN HERE 


The Adams County Board of 
School Directors took steps at its 
November meeting Monday eve* 
ning to make sure that every 
sch<K)l director in the county will 
have an opportunity to give his 
views on the school reorganiza­ 
tion plan to be developed for the 
county by next May 31. 
The county board, under the 
new state school reorganization 
law. must submit a county plan 
to Harrisburg on or before next 
July I. 
However, before the plan is sent 
to Harrisburg, the county board 
must notify county school districts 
of the adoption of the new plan 
and give them a 30-day period to 
take exceptions to it before it is 
submitted to Harrisburg. 
S E R IE S OF M EE T IN G S 
The five-member county board 
of school directors Monday eve­ 
ning directed the county super­ 
intendent’s office to get in touch 
with school district administrators 
throughout the county to set up 
a schedule of district meetings 
when representatives of the coun­ 
ty board and the county superin­ 
tendent of schools can confer with 
the local school directors about 
the problems involved in develop­ 
ing the new county plan. 
County board members pointed 
out that "there Is no county plan 
now that we will be trying to sell 
to the local school directors. We 
are going to them to learn their 
views on the type of plan which 
will be best for Adams County.” 
After everyone has been heard, 
the county board has the respon­ 
sibility under the new law to 
adopt a county reorganization plan 
and seek state Board of Education 
approval of it. 
The discussion Monday evening 
indicated that the new law makes 
the county plan problem more 
complicated than a year ago when 
a two-district county plan was 
proposed under terms of the now- 
repealed Act 561. 
HAVE W IDE CHOICE 
Under the new law the county 
could become a single school dis­ 
trict or could be divided into as 
many as six school districts with 
a number of possible combinations 
between those two extremes. 
County Superintendent of Schools 
M 
Francis Couison and his as­ 
sistant, George B. Inskip, and 
three members of the county 
board were in Harrisburg last 
week for a briefing on the new 
school reorganization law. 
The new state law gives school 
districts the right to appeal from 
decisions of the county board on 
the county school reorganization 
plan.

LIQUID FUEL 
TAX FUND TO 
PAY VIEWERS 


The Adams County commission­ 
ers this morning took advantage 
of a new law which permits the 
county’s road viewers to earn 
more money but, at the same time, 
cuts off the expense of the viewers 
from the county’s general fund. 
The commissioners passed the 
appropriate resolution which per 
mits the road viewers to be paid 
$15 a day for their services, with 
the amount to be paid from the 
liquid fuel fund. 
Previously the viewers received 
$10 a day and the amount was 
paid out of the general funds of 
the county. Since the liquid fuel 
fund can be used only for desig­ 
nated items such as county aid 
or bridge purposes, the decision 
to allow it to be used for the 
viewers’ pay relieves the general 
fund of that burden. The liquid 
fuel fund comes from a return by 
he state of some of the tax on 
gasoline.

Assassination 
To Be Illegal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A bill 
to make it a federal crim e to 
assault or assassinate the Pres­ 
ident or vice president of the 
United States was introduced in 
the house today by Rep. Richard 
S. Schweiker. R-Pa. 
The bill would amend existing 
federal law providing penalties 
up to death for attacks on less 
federal officials, including fed 
eral judges, U. S. attorney, FBI 
and Secret Service agents. 
"It is inconceivable to me that 
the protection of federal juris­ 
diction offered to a number of 
our federal officials has not been 
made available to our President 
and vice president," Schweiker 
said in a statement. 
Crimes against the President 
and 
vice president 
are 
now 
punishable under the laws of 
the state in which they occur. 
The penalties provided in the 
present federal law covering 
certain lesser federal officials, 
to which Schweiker’s bill would 
add President and vice president, 
include: First degree murder, 
death or life imprisonment in 
the discretion of the jury; sec­ 
ond degree murder, up to life 
imprisonment; assault with a 
deadiy weapon, up to IO years 
imprisonment and $10,000 fine; 
assault without a dangerous or 
d e a d l y weapon, up to three 
years imprisonment and $5,000 
fine.

JOHNSON ASKS 
STATES TO AID 
KENNEDY AIMS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
first speech of his presidency, 
Lyndon B. Johnson called on 35 
of the nation's governors to sup­ 
port the civil rights and tax cut 
program s of the late President 
John F. Kennedy. 
Johnson's appeal came at a 
hastily - called 
closed 
meeting 
Monday night as many of the 
governors 
prepared 
to 
return 
home from Kennedy’s funeral. 
Excerpts of the speech re­ 
leased later by the White House 
made no mention of civil rights 
and the $11 billion tax cut. But 
the governors said the President 
made specific appeals for these 
two programs. 


STANDING OVATION 
Johnson received a standing 
ovation following the 20-minute 
speech. 
Asking the 
governors’ help 
and cooperation in the days 
ahead, Johnson said he planned 
to continue most Kennedy poli­ 
cies—especially in the area of 
foreign policy. 
Johnson said that the U. S. 
government, 
“ will work only 
when people are willing to co­ 
operate and work together for 
the common good.” Noting that 
“our whole system has gone on 
trial,” Johnson said: 
“ If they (the people) insist on 
glaring at each other, refusing 
to work together, and standing 
firmly on prerogatives and for­ 
getting responsibilities, the na­ 
tion will quickly be paralyzed.” 


K E Y TO SYSTEM 
The President also told the 
governors that “ continuity with­ 
out confusion has got to be our 
password and has to be the key 
to our system .” 
In the audience were two Re­ 
publican presidential possibili­ 
ties, Govs. Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York and William Scran­ 
ton of Pennsylvania. Rockefel­ 
ler is an announced candidate. 
Both pledged their support to 
Johnson in seeking congression­ 
al passage of an omnibus civil 
rights bill and the tax reduction 
program. 
Rockefeller called Johnson’s 
speech a “very moving state­ 
ment for unity in Am erica” and 
said it had “the full endorse­ 
ment of all present.” 
Scranton said Johnson made 
an impressive speech and re 
ceived “the support of everyone 
present.” 
Scranton said he was certain 
the governors would unite be 
hind the new President, adding 
that those present “ gave every 
indication they desired to be co­ 
operative and support him in 
his efforts.” 
After the President spoke, he 
shook hands and spoke to each 
governor individually. 
When he came to Scranton, 
the governor recalled for news 
men later, Johnson said: 
“I’ve been reading a lot about 
you.” 
“ I said, ‘Don’t bother.’ I’ve 
been reading a lot more about 
you and you’re much more im ­ 
portant,” Scranton replied. 
Gov. Elbert Carvel of Dela 
ware and Gov. Richard Hughes 
of New Jersey were others at­ 
tending.

of Kennedy’s assassination. 
FU LL IN Q U IRY 
Citing the fact that the kill 
ing of Oswald, 24, aborted the 
normal public disclosure and 
weighing of evidence in a trial. 
Boggs said he thinks Congress 
should conduct a careful inquiry 
to determine the facts, assem 
hie them for public considera­ 
tion and try to answer any ques­ 
tions that may linger in Ameri­ 
cans’ minds. 
Authorities in Dallas, where a 
sniper’s rifle bullets ended Ken 


nedy’s life Friday, say the evi­ 
dence is conclusive and that the 
case is closed—so far as the 
question of Oswald’s guilt or in­ 
nocence is concerned. 
Perhaps feeling that there is 
still some uneasiness In the pub­ 
lic mind, Dallas Police Chief Jes­ 
se Curry said his department in 
tends to make ail the evidence 
public unless federal agencies 
want some withheld. 
RIGHT-W ING PLOT 
A further problem is the per 
sistent campaign by some So 
viet propaganda agencies to de 
pict the killing of Oswald, who 
had steadily protested his inno­ 
cence, as part of a right-wing 
plot that took the president’s 
life. 
Boggs said he favors a "blue- 
ribbon inquiry, far above any 
suggestion of partisanship.” 
Rep. William H. Ayres, R 
Ohio, said he will introduce 
legislation making any assault 
on the president, vice president 
or other high executive or judi­ 
cial officers a federal crime. 
Such a statute would guarantee 
quick FBI action in any such 
case, Ayres said.

UNIDENTIFIED 


NORWALK. Ohio (AP) - The 
todies of five of the 63 elderly 
patients who perished in a fire 
at the Golden Age Nursing home 
near Fitchville, 15 miles south­ 
east of here, remained unidenti­ 
fied Monday as experts continued 
an investigation to determine 
the cause of the blaze. 
Making his second visit to the 
scene of the pre dawn fire Sat­ 
urday that destroyed the one- 
story concrete block building, 
Gov. James A. Rhodes talked 
with local officials Sunday and 
pledged “an all-out, intense in­ 
vestigation” by the state fire 
marshal’s office and the Ohio 
highway patrol. 
The 
governor 
also 
visited 
Fisher-Titus Memorial Hospital 
in Norwalk, where five of the 
survivors still were confined. 
The last missing body was 
recovered from the shattered 
building as dozens of investiga­ 
tors searched the ruins for clues, 
with a crane and several bull­ 
dozers being used to move the 
heavy debris. It was identified 
as that of Andrew Pavulus, 77, 
of Cleveland. 
Twenty-one patients and the 
three nurses on duty when the 
fire broke out were rescued in 
the nation's worst fire tragedy 
since 95 persons lost their lives 
in a Chicago fire in 1958.
